It is imagined, re­ 
ceived six o ther blows, which rendered 
her insensible and apparently quite 
lif e le s s 
The walls of the bedroom, 
b e a r in g red stains, and the condition 
of th e room generally, leave no doubt 
of what had been going on there. 
Th*- stairs and the walls adjoining 
ar*- s'alned, indicating, the inquirers 
say, that after having been made un­ 
conscious Mrs. Charlton was dragged 
through the room ami down the stairs 
to th*- ground floor and there placed 
in th** truuk. which was later weighted 
ami sunk in Lake Como.

California Executive Declares Contest 


Scheduled 
Fo r 
July 
4 
Is a 
Prize 


Fight, and Under the Law Must Be 


Stopped. 


Han Francisco, Cal., Ju n e 16.—Gov 
ernor Gillette, of California, gave or­ 
ders to Attorney General U. 8 Webb 
to stop the heavyweight championship 
fight between Jam es J. Jeffries and 
Jack Johnson, scheduled to take place 
here on July 4 
The attorney general said he would 
take the necessary steps at once. Gov­ 
ernor Gillette lu answ er to a query 
sa id : 
"I have Instructed Attorney General 
Webb 
to 
stop 
the 
Jeffries-Johnsou 
fight, and I shall expect him to do so.” 
The announcement was made by At­ 
torney General Webb. In confirming a 
report current for seveial days that 
Governor Gillette would not permit the 
battle to lake place. The attorney gen­ 
eral said he would carry out the gov­ 
ernor's order not to allow the men lo 
meet. 
Tex Klckard dei dared that lf the 
governor was sucessful 
lu stopping 
the fight he would take It to Keuo, 
Nev. 
T he laws of California permit box­ 
ing contests of a limited number of 
rounds, but prize fighting is a felony. 
Governor Gillette’s action in ordering 
the battle stopped is taken in accord­ 
ance with this provision The governor 
says the contest Is not a boxing match, 
but a prize fight, and as such It would 
be a violation of the statutes 
The action of Governor Gillette was 
not unexpected. He wa* quoted by a 


C h ic a g o newspaper on his recent east­ 
ern trip as saying that he believed the 
fight to be a "fake’’ and frame-up. The 
interview was subsequently dec dared 
to have been not authorized, but the 
governor never has said he did not use 
the expressions attributed to him 
It 
is understood that he made them while 
In conversation 
with a friend and 
never eipected them to be made pub­ 
lic 
The governor did say. however, that 
the laws of California did not forbid 
the fight, and as long as they did not 
he would hardly act. P ressure brought 
to bear by the Ministers' Alliance and 
the better (lass of political leaders is 
underatood to have < aused the ( hinge 
In his attitude. 
W hat effect his action will have on 
the l*angford Kaufman fight Saturday 
Is not yet known, but It is regarded a* 
probable that this will be called off 
Jeffries was sore when he first heard 
of the accusation of faking, and It is 
legarded as almost certain that he will 
refues to go any further. A report said 
that the promoters would appeal to 
the courts for a writ of injunction to 
prevent aay Interference 
The first news of Governor Gillette's 
action (am e in a letter to church peo 
pie at Sacramento. Cal Governor Gil­ 
lette said that the letter was written 
by him and Is correct in all details 
The governor said he was determined 
to prevent the fight taking place in 
California at all hazards 
The governor, In this letter, said 
that as District Attorney Htckert, of 
Sau F ra uclSCO, would 
not interfere,

You must keep in mind what lie is 
for. He is not to be cut up into steaks 
and roasts, like the steer. 
Ile is an 
animal of strength. In other words, he 
is a steam engine on a small scale. 
Ills duty is to draw’ a load ami pull 
heavy weights. And as long as that Is 
true you can see the importance of 
size. Here weight alone helps to move 
the load. 
A horse that weighs a ton moves a 
load easier than the 1.800 pound horse.

do the best work he must be properly 
proportioned; lie must tie balanced. 
The most important thing in any draft 
horse is his legs. That is where you 
get the endurance, aud, then, his feet 
must l>t* good 
Look out for his feet 
and legs 
That I* where he gets ids 
power. 
Aud you want the legs under the 
comers, like a table. 
Hut Id a horse 
ami a table in tin* same way. You will 
be surprise*! if you will take th** time 
to look at tin* different shapes of 
horses’ leg*. The table legs come down 
to strike the ground, and they are 
straight, aud so yon have the essen­ 
tials to start with 
But the horse's legs 
may turn out at the bottom, or he 
may be knockkm*cd. <>t In* may spread 
tit the kn<*es ,ami the feet bend in. or 
Ills front legs may set too far apart or 
too fur back. 
I might go on to enumerate other 
positions of the feet aud legs that are 
bad, bitt there is one thing I have no­ 
ticed—you take a horse with the legs 
squarely uuder the corners and nine 
times out of ten he has a sloping 
shoulder and a short back 
Buying one for breeding purpoees. I 
would not buy a long I tack at any 
price. 
While we have a number of 
laws governing the purchase of horses, 
I would judge a stallion rather by hts 
good, strong hack ami bls legs. If you 
have a good level back, plenty of 
length, with the help of sound joints 
and good feet. the rest can lie done Iii 
feeding. 
I want a clean Joint, not a 
joint that shows, ami sound texture of 
both bones aud muscular fiber. I can­ 
not describe the bone I would prefer 
any twitter than by comparing It with 
a razor blade. 
Take the razor with the ba* k of tile 
razof forward and you have a good 
description of tile leg construction of 
the horse 
Iou want what we call a 
medium bono. And In the selection of 
young stock-take the horse, for In* 
I stance— i buy a good many at four 
years old. 
They nre long, bardy look­ 
ing and comparatively thin. 
They <!<> not look prepoeeessing ut 
till, I like to buy them at tliut time. 
You take cue of those colts that Is 
good, with • u* *< * I set of legs and suffi­ 
cient I m * 11 * *. i ul tie makes a good horse.

The increased yields 
secured from Irrigation as compared 
with dry culture indicate that Irrtga 
tion is profitable even in seasons when 
the rainfall is sufficient to produce a 
good crop.—American Agriculturist.
